The hang-over conflicts are between 
Poland and Ukraine, in eastern Ga­ 
licia, and between Russia and the 
! allies in the Archangel region. 
Those 
turmoils are the putcome of difficulties 


I which the peace conference may he 
' totally unable to settle in any fashion 
| approaching permanence, 
j 
The conflicting demands of Poland 
and Ukraine to the eastern area of 
| Galicia, including Lemberg, the cap­ 
ital, have passed beyond the possi­ 
bility of a settlement by mutual con­ 
sent. 
An a r m y from Ukraine has de­ 
feated the Polish forces in Galicia and 
has established a claim to Lemberg 
and the famous fortress of Przemysl 
by right of conquest. 
Both races put forth ethnological 
reasons why 
the 
peace conference 
should decide in their favor and the 
delegates at Versailles will leave open 
w'ounds whatever may be their ver­ 
dict. 
The conflict between Russia and 
the Allies is not a formal condition of 
belligerency on the part of the entente 
powers and America, who have never 
declared war on Russia. Nevertheless 
the Bolshevik!, the only recognized 
governing authority in Russia, con­ 
sider an actual state of hostilities ex­ 
ists. 
Fighting between the Allies and 
the Bolsheviki is on a fairly wide 
scale and there have been recent in­ 
dications that the Bolsheviki troops 
are well led and in no sense resemble 
a rabble army. 
There is precedent for a peace con­ 
ference being held while war con­ 
tinues. During the congress of Vienna 
at the conclusion of the Napoleonic 
wars, Napoleon escaped from Elba. 
While the final operations term inat­ 
ing in Waterloo were being conducted, 
the peace delegates at Vienna contin­ 
ued their deliberations. 
They failed, 
however, to fix the security of the 
European states and Europe’s subse­ 
quent wars have all been traced to 
the inefficiency and selfishness of the 
Vienna negotiators. 
It will he possible also for the Ver­ 
sailles conference to accept the cre­ 
dentials of any Russian delegates it 
desires. 
It will also be possible for 
the conference to admit delegates both 
from Poland and Ukraine. 
But the 
settlement of Europe’s eastern prob­ 
lems cannot be guaranteed by a mere 
admission of delegates to the peace 
table. 
Eastern Europe is now the 
world’s 
greatest 
enigma. 
Ail 
the 
statesmanship at the world’s disposal 
may he unable to solve the problems 
involved. 
The only solvent may he 
time, and time always means the pos­ 
sibility of other wars.

NEW YORK, Nov. 22—The failure 
of the German revolutionists 
to 
en­ 
gage in 
exuberant 
celebrations 
of j 
their newly won popular rights con­ 
tinues its suspicious manifestation of 
sullen resentfulness against the dem­ 
ocratic nations of the world. 
The Germans are not preparing to 
enter the peace conference as the rep­ 
resentatives of a nation that has been 
redeemed from the Mediaeval blight 
of the Hohenzollern 
rule. 
On 
the 
contrary, 
Germany 
is 
following 
a 
course of domestic inaction that will 
inevitably^ lead to her future isolation 
among free nations, unless a change 
of spirit overtakes the 
present 
atti­ 
tude of the Gorman people. 
Germany is now a defeated nation 
but if the democratic leaven had work­ 
ed Bs way through the mass the peo­ 
ple would not show, even in defeat, 
this gruesome silence in the presence 
of human liberties that never before 
has been theirs. 
The Germans exhibit evidence of al­ 
ready beginning to plot for revenge. 
Their retirement from 
France 
aud 
Belgium has been marked 
by 
final 
cruelties fervently perpetrated on the 
inhabitants. 
It is impossible to over­ 
look the fact that some tie, stronger 
than tho natural 
antipathy 
between 
democracy and reaction, 
is 
holding 
together in these revolutionary 
days 
German ultra-radicals 
and 
extreme 
conservatives. 
This lie is the desire of all Germans 
for revenge. 
That is the dominant 
trait in the 
German 
character. 
It 
would not exist if a true spirit of de­ 
mocracy had 
taken 
possession 
of 
Germany. 
What the future German 
democracy will be like the world has 
yet to know. 
It is certain that it will be different 
in many respects from American de­ 
mocracy. 
It will probably gravitate 
toward a natural intimacy with the 
more orientally-tinged democracy 
ot 
Russia. 
Before America entered the w ar it 
was a favorite threat by Germans in 
Berlin that if 
the 
United 
States 
brought about Germany’s defeat, the 
German people would turn to the east 
and make themselves the leaders of a 
future alliance with Russia and the 
Orient. 
This method of revenge must 
be well looked to at the peace 
con­ 
ference. 
It can be blocked only 
by 
the intimate relations 
being 
perma­ 
nently established among the western 
democracies.

and was wounded in the early stages 
of the big American drive in co-oper­ 
ation with other Allied troops. 
Nel­ 
son was wounded when a German bul­ 
let plowed across his back after he 
had been in action but a short time. 
He is now at. Hospital No. 38. 
Writ­ 
ing to his wife, v.ho is at the home 
of her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Chris 
McNeill, under date of October 23, he 
says: 
After a long trip ou hospital trains, 
I finally am settled here in Hospital 
No. SS, which is much more comfort­ 
able than the evacuation hospital at 
the front. 
However, one 
regret 
at 
leaving the evacuation hospital was 
parting with good 
old 
Dr. 
Burnie 
C h a ffe e , whom I knew when I was a 
kid, and who surely has treated 
me 
royally. 
When leaving his hospital. 
he gave me a 100-franc note, saying 
I might need some 
money 
before 
Uncle Sam got around with my pay. 
Wasn t that fine? 
I suppose you have had my letter 
telling of my “scratches” and are now 
anxiously waiting for what details I 
can give. Well, I am afraid I will not 
be able to tell

things happened so fast and furious, 
especially furious, that o n e don’t take 
in many details.
